Waiting $0 years or more for cons 
mercial himber to grow on the stump 
is no longer necessary, a report by a 
professor in Towa State College to the 
American Chemical Society says. Any 
wood that now grows in the forest 
can be duplierted out of the refuse 
from American farm crops corn 
stalks and cobs, straw and bagasse. 
The hardest of this synthetic wood, 
Aaecording to the report, closely re- 
sembles teak in appearance, as well as 
in durability, density and strength, 
while its ecross-breaking coefficient is 
nearly double that of teak and almost 
equal to that of common steel. Varia- 
tions of the process of manufacture 
produce “wood as light and friable 
as cork, 

One advantage of this syntheti 
product is that it takes less weeks to 
produce than it takes years for trees 
to reach commercial size, Another is 
that it can be made out of the refuse 
from food crops, Still another advan 
tage is that lamination synthetic lum- 
ber can be molded into various dimen- 
sions, Which sayes labor costs. A 
house can be built out of this mater- 
ial, says the Iowa professor, at about 
the cost of one built out of natural 
lumber and will be stronger and less 
expensive to heat, a result of its bet- 
ter insulation, The cost of producing 
the hardest of this synthetic building

As timber be- 
comes scarcer and consequently more 
costly, and the methods of manufac- 
turing synthetic wood are improved 
and thereby cheapened, this discre} 
ancy in costs may be expected to di- 
minish and ultimately to disappear.

first ax was sunk into the primeval 
forest of America, a catamount could 
travel from the Atlantic to the Miss- 
issippi without ever seeing the sun- 
light. Waste in clearing off the forests 
some of it inseparable from the 
progress of agriculture, some of it un- 
pardonably stupid and unnecessary-— 
threatened to leave the United States 
with an inadequate timber supply.

Government Financing. 


Governments also “move in 

mysterious way their wonders to 
perform” in financing on the “sound 
money theory, 
_ Two or three weeks ago the dom- 
inion govt. borrowed $35,000,000 
from the banks at 4 per cent. It 
gave the banks treasury notes in 
return, The banks can deposit the 
notes with the government and get 
dominion bills in exchange, paving 
Jd per cent. 

That is good business from the 
standpoint of the banks. They take 
in four dollars for three dollars paid 
out, The rate of profit is 33 1-3 per 
cent, In the long run they are in 
1 per cent on $35,000,000 as the 
result of the transaction. The chiet 
expense and trouble involved is that 
of making two cross-entries in the 
books. 

The government of course is out 
the one percent, Ineffect the dom- 
nion is paying one per cent for the 
privilege of issuing its own bills. 
One per cent on $35,000,000 amounts 
to $350,000 per year added to the 
demands on the taxpayers. 

A year ago the government loaned 
$1,500,000 to the C.P.R, without 
nterest, in order to keep the sheps 
ypen and the shopmen at work, 
Chat was an unusual use of the 
sublic credit, but entirely justified 
n the circumstances. Where it got 
he money is not stated, It is to be 
supposed and hoped that it simply 
printed and handed over the domin- 
ion bills, thus making the loan with- 
yut cost to the country. # Ol? 

_But if the government can supply 
interest-free money to a private cor- 
oration, which it did and rightly 
lid in the circumstances, why not 
upply itself with interest-free money 
y issuing dominion bills when they 
we needed, and paying its obliga- 
ions with them? Why should the 
rovernment pay anybody one per 
ent for the privilege of issuing’ its 
wn billse—Edmonton Bulletin,
